admittedly it was not published until after his death. However, it 
did effectively refute many of the wild charges made by his enemies 
He rose to fame the hard way, being the son of a poor country 
parson; started practice by building a number of workhouses 
for which he unblushingly touted; and won competitions for the 
Martyrs’ Memorial at Oxford in 1840 and for St. Nicholas’ 
Church, Hamburg in 1844. At about the same time he undertook 
his first church-restorations, followed by Ely Cathedral in 1847 
His enormous practice ultimately included many hundreds of 
churches—new or restored—and 39 cathedrals or “minsters” 
In his favour it must be admitted that by restoration he saved 
far more than he destroyed; and much of his work (e.g. the 
chapter-house of Westminster Abbey) bears witness to his 
profound knowledge. Conversely, he was prone to make the 
restored cathedrals look too mechanical and shiny within. His 
preference for Decorated Gothic of the 14th century sometimes 
led him to remove old features not in keeping with that style, 
and his treatment of St. Michael's, Cornhill, in London designed 
by Wren did indeed constitute vandalism. His college chapels 
at Oxford and Cambridge show no sympathy with the genius /oci 
St. Mary's Cathedral, Edinburgh, and his other new churches

To those who stil! dislike it, its defects—apart from its 
mere grandiloquence—may be mitigated by Scott's own 
admission that his idea was based upon those tiny jewelled 
shrines for relics, that stood on medieval altars (multiplied a 
hundredfold in size and surrounded by white marble lions, 
symbols of Empire, and what not).

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A Remarkable Speech 


MR. HARRY WEAVER’S Presidential address to the Amalga 
mated Union of Building Trade Workers on Monday last 
(it is reported on page 1101) strikes us as one of the most 
remarkable and far-sighted statements yet made by a 
building union leader. For the whole trade union move 
ment it carries a message which, if heeded in time by the 
rUC General Council, could help to save the movement 
from the condition of near-impotence which has overtaken 
it--a state in which local influence of shop stewards on 
the site and in the factory often appears to be stronger by 
far than that exercised by directives from headquarters. 

To the building industry itself, Mr. Weaver gives much 
food for thought and action. He calls for closer co 
operation and unity of purpose between employers and 
especially in the matter of conditions on site, 


operatives 
‘Co-operation with the 


wage rates and incentive-bonus, 
employers in the future must be based upon full recog 
nition and acceptance of each other's role as an essential 
part of our industrial democracy,’ he says. He is candid 
present shortcomings of the unions, competition 
between which for negotiating rights and membership 
‘gives rise to petty jealousies, rivalries, and demarcation 
and poaching disputes of such viciousness that struggles 
with the employers appear tame by comparison. The 
multiplicity of unions demanding negotiating rights in the 
same industries makes it wellnigh impossible to develop 
and co-ordinate long-term policy for improving wage stan 
dards and working conditions and in dealing with the 
problems of new techniques and redundancy.’ 

In this, Mr. Weaver is right on the target, and he con- 
tinues the forward line of thinking evident at the NFBTO 
conference of 1959 on new techniques initiated by 
SIR RICHARD COPPOCK and seemingly so well received by

the Union officials. Little has since been heard of the 
high hopes then engendered; perhaps, since they centred 
round a reduction in the number of unions, it was unwise 
to expect too much too early. With Mr. Weaver assuming 
next month the mantle of Sir Richard as General Secretary 
of the NFBTO, confidence is that the wider, 
statesmanlike quality of thought that confer 
ence will be continued. 

One omission in Mr. Weaver's address is a reference to 
apprenticeship-——either in its own right or as a way-in to 
rationalisation of the building unions. Perhaps by coinci- 
dence, perhaps arising from Commonwealth Technical 
Training Week, the House of Commons has just been 
debating the question of apprenticeship and training, and 
in this, MR. ALBERT COSTAIN, MP, raised some interesting 
points on the length of apprenticeship and the need to 
introduce new skills, such as fitters and mechanics needed 
to operate the machines which are increasingly finding their 
place in building. Those who are in close touch with 
senior apprentices or have attended courses run for their 
benefit by, as an instance, the Eastern Federation of Build 
ing Trades Employers, are aware that the general run of 
young entrants through the that a 5-year 
apprenticeship to one trade is too long and would welcome 
a reduction by at or, alternatively, some 
later instruction in an allied trade. Their views are valid, 
as is the need which they recognise to bring the engineer- 
ing mechanic into the apprenticeship fold.

apprenticeship and its content but offer a lead-in to 
rationalisation of the building unions themselves.

(HE PURPOSES of town and country planning were aptly 
described years ago by Mr. Harold Macmillan 
when he said, ‘It is more necessary now than ever in our 
history that the limited acres of this small island should 
be used to the best national advantage.’ The same thought 
is expressed by MR. F. J. MCCULLOCH, the assistant planning 
officer for Lancashire, writing in * Planning Research,’ 
recently published by the Town Planning Institute. * Plan 
ning,’ he ‘may be defined comprehensively as the 
optimum use of land resources. The optimum is not an 
absolute concept, but is strictly conditioned by circum 
stances and the opportunities the circumstances provide.’ 

To achieve these objectives is no easy task and current 
trends are likely to make it all the harder. The steady 
increase in population and the general national prosperity 
have an almost insatiable demand for houses; 
more and more land is needed for schools, playing fields, 
petrol stations, caravan sites and other forms of holiday. 
rhere the needs of industry, mineral working and 
agriculture upon which the national prosperity depends. 
There are also the claims of amenity and especially the 
green belts and national parks. In some cases, it must 
an almost impossible task to reconcile all these 
needs; there may be as many as half a dozen desirable 
uses for the same piece of land. 

Generally speaking, the Government and the 
authorities have all the powers they need. What is needed 
now is not more legislation but intelligent policies based 
on an informed and sympathetic assessment of the prob- 
lems. Sensible planning requires, in fact, a great deal of 
basic information that is not always readily available, 
particularly to private practitioners who have to prepare

In preparing and publish 
ing *‘ Planning Research,’ the Town Planning Institute have 
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Research 

met a long-felt need—-a register of research work done, 
together with a directory of research institutions and an 
index of research workers. The Register covers research 
work carried out by local planning authorities, univer- 
sities and other bodies during the ten years 1948 to 1958. 
Nowhere else in this country will a comparable record be 
found. It covers a very wide range of subjects, the use 
and conservation of land resources, distribution and loca- 
tion of industry, transport and roads, housing surveys, 
land reclamation. There for instance, about fifty 
entries relating to industrial development and location, 
each indicating the scope of the work done, the organisa- 
tion responsible and where the results may be found. 

The Register shows that a quite impressive amount of 
basic research has been done. Given the will on the part 
of those concerned in planning not to take anything for 
granted, it should help towards a more informed approach 
to the control of land in this country. It is to be hoped 
that the Institute will find it possible to keep the Register 
up to date; ending as it does in 1958, it omits some impor 
tant items published since. The Institute might also con- 
sider making it more comprehensive; some Government 
White Papers, although mainly concerned with policy, 
contain important objective information—an example 
being the recent Housing White Paper which contains 
an appendix on slum clearance of vital importance in 
assessing housing needs in certain localities. 

Sound planning requires much more than information 
It requires a sympathetic understanding of the basis of 
industrial and commercial life and of the needs and aspira- 
tions of ordinary people. Often it seems that private 
developers understand these things better. But without 
information there can be no realistic basis for policy 
making, and the Town Planning Institute have done a 
useful piece of work in making this Register available.

Hotel for South Bank 
THE LCC On June 2 issued particulars of 
the 34-acre site immediately downstream 
of Waterloo Bridge, the development of 
which is intended to include a hotel of 
about 1,000 bedrooms associated with an 
entertainment centre, a convention 
centre, shops, residential and other ap- 
proved use, but not office development. 
The new development will have a frontage 
to a riverside walk extending that in- 
cluded in the scheme for the South Bank, 
recently announced, which included the 
completion of the Royal Festival Hall and 
the construction of a smaller concert hall, 
recital room and exhibition gallery. The 
hotel may well be in the form of a high 
tower rising from a podium which could 
accommodate restaurants, shops and pos- 
sibly a convention centre. It will have 
parking space for not less than 300 cars. 
The Council is offering the site by 
public advertisement on lease for up to 
125 years and asks applicants to give the 
name of the developer and his architect 
and to indicate with simple diagrammatic 
plans their general intentions in develop 
ing the site, and with an offer of the 
ground rent which they are prepared to 
pay. It is expected that the site, cleared 


to ground level, will be available for de- 
velopment by the autumn of 1963. 


Planning Department for Newport 
NEWPORT, council are to set up a 
town planning department. The coun- 
cil have decided that such a department 
will be needed in the town due to the 
many schemes to be carried out there in 
the near future. These include the build- 
ing of a second river bridge, a by-pass 
around the town, and redevelopments on 
a big scale in the town centre.

Office Experience

A New Department With New Ideas 


THE FORMATION of a new department of 
architecture in the College of Science and 
Technology, Bristol, is the latest contri- 
bution to the improvement of architec- 
tural education. The department’s basic 
aim is the enlargement of the all-round 
knowledge and capabilities of the student 
architect. The college itself is one of 
nine new colleges of advanced technology 
now being formed throughout the coun 
try, writes R. S. BRACKLEY. The depart- 
ment of architecture is shortly to move 
into a Georgian house on the outskirts of 
Bristol, on the site of proposed new 
buildings for the whole college. Students 
will be able to watch the progress on 
these buildings. 

The policy at Bristol is to provide a 
college-based, five-year sandwich course 
consisting each year of six months’ work 
at the school and a further six months of 
practical experience. The practical ex- 
perience is controlled so that the student 
can be directed into the form of work 
his temperament and capabilities demand. 
Many students find that the six months 
complete break during the summer allows 
them time to find work abroad, thus in 
creasing their knowledge and experience. 

Five basic principles of design have 
been developed to provide continuity 
throughout the course and as a common 
system of communication. Design prob- 
lems are a little simplified, but with a 
great deal of emphasis on analysis and 
methods of externalisation. These prin- 
ciples allow judgment of a building both 
as an art form and as a scientific structure. 

This system of training, it is believed, 
is entirely new and there exists at the 
schoo] an air of expectancy for its future. 
If the course is to succeed, it must have 
the full support of both students and 
those authorities outside the school who 
guide the policies of architectural educa- 
tion 


Summer Optimism at Manchester

Berkshire to Continue Selective 
Tendering for School Building 
FOLLOWING a report by the education 
committee, Berkshire county council is 
to continue, save in a few cases, its policy 
of selective tendering for education 

building projects. 

The committee says that as far as can 
be ascertained the majority of local 
authorities invite tenders by public 
advertisement for their building works. 
Where this has been done the response 
has been very poor indeed in Berkshire, 
and it is understood that this also applies 
adjacent counties.

Over a period of years, the position in 
regard to tendering has been unsatisfac- 
tory, and about 1953, the RIBA set up a 
committee, under Sir Howard Robertson, 
to consider the question. This committee 
recommended that authorities and 
others would be well advised to substi- 
tute selective tendering for the more 
general practice of public invitation. 

Following on an unfortunate experi- 
ence in 1953, it has been usual for Berk- 
shire education committee to invite ten- 
ders from selected firms, the report 
states. 

It emphasises that firms capable of 
carrying out contracts should possess: 
(a) Financial stability: (b) suitable organi- 
sation; (c) capable staff and men; and in 
putting forward names for invitation 
only firms which seem able to comply 
with these conditions are included. The 
use of selected firms reduces costs within 
the department, especially in regard to 
site supervision. It also encourages firms 
to be efficient, for they know they may 
not continue to invitations 

Lists are not confined to the same con- 
and care is taken to introduce 
new names, including a number from out 
side the county, to ensure competition. 

The committee says it is considered to 
be in the council’s interests generally to 
continue with selective tendering, but 
suggests that public advertisements 
might well be of value in the case of the 
smaller contracts and where the difficulty 
of obtaining sufficient suitable tenderers 
is evident. 

As a result, it has 
tenders for five building the 
1961/62 programme, estimated at not 
more than £10,000 each, will be obtained 
by public advertisement.

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The Week in Parliament 


From Our Own Correspondent 


Sessional Plans 
PARLIAMENT reassembled on May 30 after 
the short Whitsun recess and on June 1 
the Standing Committee of MPs debating 
the details of the Housing Bill resumed 
their labours on the part of it containing 
powers for local authorities to deal with 
multi-occupation. 

At the last sitting before the recess, 
MR. HENRY BROOKE, Minister of Housing 
and Local Government, commented that 
he was disappointed that it now seemed 
unlikely that local authorities would be 
armed with the powers by August but 
more likely by the autumn. He was 
doubting if the Bill would complete its 
passage through both Houses before the 
long summer recess. 

Labour members of the committee 
naturally concluded the Minister was 
blaming them for the likely delay, and 
there were some angry exchanges. But 
while it can be fairly said that some 
Labour members of the Standing Com- 
mittee have been long winded, for the 
Government to have hoped that this 
major Bill would be completed in four 
months including two recesses, was 
expecting far too much, especially bear 
ing in mind the already heavy legislative 
programme. 

The problem of multi-occupation is 
growing worse and Conservative MPs 
campaigning for the end of the free-for- 
all entry of immigrants especially from 
the West Indies, are pointing to the hous 
ing situation as one of their key argu 
ments. What seems likely to happen is 
that the remaining stages of the Bill 
those in the Lords—will be taken in the 
autumn before the start of the new 
session. The other provisions of the Bill 
will not be badly affected by any delay. 

It is thought that Parliament will 
resume earlier in October to complete 
any Bills outstanding that the Govern- 
ment want to have on the Statute Book. 
But in the main the Government have 
only themselves to blame. There has 
been far too much legislation this 
session and the politically contentious 
nature of some of it has eaten up time. 
On the next occasion that Mr. Brooke 
has a housing Bill it should be heralded 
in the Queen’s Speech at the beginning 
of a session and introduced earlier, 


Apprenticeships 


THE 
apprenticeships and training in industry 


WHEN COMMONS turned attention to 
on May 31, MR. JOHN HARE, Minister of 
Labour, appealed to every MP to use his 
or her influence in every constituency to 
make clear to employers and trade unions 
the need to take a fresh look at training, 
to put aside out-of-date attitudes and to 
think in terms of what was relevant to 
the second half of the 20th century. 
In the course of a constructive debate 
several MPs brought to bear their expert 
knowledge of conditions in certain indus- 
tries and there was a useful contribution 
by MR. ALBERT COSTAIN who drew atten- 
tron to conditions in the building industry 


which, he maintained, rather typified the 
problem they were debating because it 
contained a large number of small firms 
and a small number of large firms. 

The larger firms, he explained, were 
able and willing to get down to 
apprenticeship schemes and MPs would 
be amazed at the amount of trouble in 
training, not only of the apprentices but 
of the officers who were to train them, 
that was undertaken 

Progress in the building industry had 
been very slow in the past but it was now 
very great. In the Institute of Builders 
there was a course open to tradesmen and 
apprentices. They were raising their 
status and giving them a desire to better 
themselves. They were giving them pro 
fessional status. In the same way »they 
had considered whether they should 
shorten the period of apprenticeship. 
There was a good argument for cutting 
it down by one year, especially in view of 
mechanisation. That itself was creating 
a further problem in the building industry 
fhecause its introduction in respect of 
many operations had meant that their 
horse-power per man was rising each year 
and with it efficiency. That brought with 
it the problem of training mechanical 
engineers. 

A national effort needed. They 
could start a scheme in which each firm 
agreeing to day release—and he accepted 
that that was probably the right approach 

could be allowed to make this fact 
known by means of a symbol on its note 
paper. They could also consider giving 
preference, everything else being equal, 
to such firms in respect of Government 
contracts. 

MR. JAMES BOYDEN recalled that the Carr 
Report had stated that one of the great 
difficulties was the shortage of building 
resources. This was a comment on the 
Government's policy of first a boom, then 
a slump and then a boom again so that 
it was quite impossible for the building 
industry to plan efficiently in producing 
the apprentices it needed. There was 
bitter complaint in the Industria] Train- 
ing Council’s report that apprenticeship 
schemes were not developed as they 
should be. It was not only that but also 
that the building industry had been so 
badly mismanaged in relation to the 
nation’s needs. 

The debate was opened for the Opposi- 
tion by their Labour spokesman, MR. F 
LEE, who advocated a national apprentice- 
ship council. He thought there should be 
national and regional councils for indus 
tries like engineering and building and 
other large users of skilled labour. 

The MINISTER (Mr. Hare) said that com 
pared with a year ago there had been a 
rapid reduction in the numbers of un- 
employed and a marked increase in the 
number of vacancies, particularly for 
boys. The total number of boys who got 
apprenticeships or learnerships in 1960 
was 103,000.

INDICATIONS that the Minister of Housing

But Mr. Brooke 
had in mind more formal methods of 
guidance in due course when these con 
sultations were complete. 

MRS. JOYCE BUTLER, one of London's 
Labour MPs, asked what action the 
Minister proposed to take to assist local 
authorities in the capital 
involved in comprehensive 
renewal, and SIR KEITH replied that the 
Minister was not clear that local authori 
ties should require any assistance for this 
purpose over and above that given 

MRS. BUTLER contended that 
schemes would neither be comprehensive 
nor satisfactory from the traffic and 
social planning points of view as they 
should be unless authorities had 
financial help with the initial acquisition 
and development of these schemes. Had 
the Minister yet examined the possi 
bility of making loans available with the 
payment of interest suspended for the 
initial period? 

SIR KEITH said _ the 
already providing considerable help for 
comprehensive development through the 
general grant and through assistance to 
housing, particularly where were 
expensive, and by way of a contribution 
roads.

SIR KEITH: * The ideas of the Civic 
Trust in this field are particularly being 
studied by the Minister.’

SIR KEITH JOSEPH, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary: ‘When Mr. Lee served a notice on 
the Corporation requiring them to buy 
all his land, they paid him £13,500 for 
the freehold of 179 acres plus £711 for 
loss of crops, tenant right and other dis- 
turbance. The combined cost to the 
Corporation of buying and developing 
this particular area is estimated at about 
£4,500 per acre. 

‘The Minister does not think it right 
to disclose the price paid by a private 
builder for the 31 acres recently sold by 
the Corporation because he thinks the 
builder is entitled to regard this as con- 
fidential. I can, however, say that the 
element of profit to the Corporation was 
very modest.’

ment were published on June 5. The 
Minister is now inviting comments on 
these proposals. If there are objections, 
public local inquiries will follow. At this 
stage the Minister has formed no view on 
what changes, if any, he will ultimately 
propose to Parliament. 
The proposals are 
reports by the Local Government Com- 
mission for England on the West Mid- 
lands Special Review Area, consisting of 
Birmingham and the Black Country, and 
the West Midlands General Review Area, 
covering the rest of the five surrounding 
counties (Herefordshire, Shropshire, 
Staffordshire, Warwickshire and Wor 
cestershire). 
he Commission’s main proposals for 
the Special Review Area are directed to 
the reorganisation of local government in 
the Black Country. In place of the 
present arrangements, which the Com- 
mission say are complex and difficult for 
the public to understand, they propose 
that all local government functions 
should be entrusted to five all-purpose 
authorities of county borough status. The 
Commission propose that the present 
authorities should be regrouped to form 
five county boroughs, each one to 
include an existing county borough: 
Dudley county borough is grouped with 
Brierley Hill urban district and most of 
Sedgley and part of Coseley and Amble-

CYRIL BENSON has filled an important gap 
in the able literature on structural 
engineering Graphic statics is a time 
saving and reliable method of working out 
internal forces in a determinate frame and 
the volume is the first to be 
written wholly on the subject to be pub 
lished in Britain. Mr. Benson goes 
straight to the point; his introductory 
remarks merely describe simple rules of 
procedure to be followed when the 
graphical method is to be used. He then 
proceeds to 78 worked-out fully diagram 
matic examples ranging from simple valley 
and platform roof the more 
complicated and large span types, such as 
the sub-divided, triangular Baltimore 
girder or the K-girder with parallel 
chords. There are also examples of poly- 
gonal girders, wing girders, cantilever roof 
trusses, lattice girders, three-pinned arch 
and cantilever bridges, the Warren girder 
with vertical suspenders and a cantilever 
pier. 

In each example there is a fully dimen 
sioned sectional diagram followed by an 
annotated force diagram with a table of 
forces for each member. The author, who 
is a teacher of structural engineering, has 
produced a book of a somewhat more 
advanced standard than those hitherto 
available at ‘mechanics’ level. It is 
suitable for the qualified man in engineer 
ing, architecture, surveying and building, 
as well as for the student of these profes- 
sions. In some respects it could be help- 
ful in first-year work.

1. Balustrading 

An interesting design of standardised 
ALUMINIUM BALUSTRADING, recently 
shown, promises to effect savings both in 
estimating and fixing. All the parts (of 
which there are approximately 25) such 
as bends, balusters and mitres are 
quantity-produced and _ interchangeable 
which means that quotations can now be 
made per ‘ bit and piece’ (as in a produc- 
tion job) rather than the normal ‘ per foot 
run.’ 

The basis of the system is a triangular 
rail grip, cold drawn to a very fine toler- 
ance so that when two are slotted 
together in the guide rail they become 
securely locked. This provides the joint 
for the handrail and the balusters, the 
fixing being done simply by tightening a 
socket head screw. At the base, the 
balusters can be side-fixed to the stairs by 
a back-plate or, if need be, direct through 
the tread. 

There are three types of handrail, 
although the range can be extended if the 
demand is there as it is only a matter of 
making a new die. The balustrading is 
to be used for the first time at Leeds 
University for the main staircase to the 
new Art Block.

2. Contractors’ Plant

3. Communications 


An ALL-PURPOSE TELEPHONE has been 
designed for permanent siting in the open- 
air or for installing in factories where 
manufacturing conditions causing dust 
and noise prohibit the use of normal 
intercom. A recently devised relay 
circuit allows push button calling and 
conversing over distances of up to seven 
miles. Twin core cable is used for inter- 
connecting.

4. Roofing 


When the International Union of 
Architects hold their 6th Congress in 
London, July 3-7, their temporary head- 
quarters building will be designed to 
show the influence of new materials on 
architecture. One of the _ interesting 
features will be a novel ALUMINIUM ROOF, 
details of which have recently been 
released. Formed from bright aluminium 
sheet, .036 in. thick, it is composed of a 
mass of pyramids each on an 8 ft. square 
base and 7 ft. deep. The roof spans an 
area 144 ft. x 48 ft. and will be carried 
on tubular steel stanchions. 

Basically the roof is a rectangular grid. 
The merits of such structures are well 
known to engineers, the foremost being 


that the main elements of the grid 
approximate to the trajectories of the 
principal stresses. Although the 


diagonal grid is more efficient from this 
point of view, it has several practical dis- 
advantages and the rectangular grid was 
preferred for the IUA building to ease 
these difficulties and to meet the archi- 
tect’s requirements for an 8 ft. module.

Conditional Approval to Tall Office Block 


THE COURT OF COMMON COUNCIL, meeting 
at the Guildhall on June 1, gave its con- 
ditional approval to a comprehensive 
development in the Moorgate-Moorfields 
area, which will be dominated by a 34- 
storey, 395 ft. high office block. The 
approval was given only after an amend 
ment had been carried declaring that 
plans should be submitted and displayed 
for members to see after the developers 
had consulted with the Barbican Com 
mittee of the Council. It was also stated 
that a Ministerial direction had been 
that even if permission 
were granted by the Council, it could not 
the Minister concurred 

During the debate, members of the 
council expressed concern over the size 
f the proposed development and the fact 
that it might dominate and clash with 
the City Corporation’s Barbican Develop 
ment Scheme. The site for the proposed 
development, which has been applied for 
by Messrs. F. Milton Cashmore, Joseph 
and Partners, Kings Bench-Walk, 
Temple, is bounded by Moor-lane, Rope 
maker Moorfields, Moorgate and 
the Metropolitan Railway Conditions 
of the approval include provision being 
made for a high level pedestrian way on 
the Moor-lane frontage to Ropemaker 
street, provision for one licensed 
premises and also that the block 
should not be higher than 395 ft. 

The Council also approved an outline 
application by Messrs. C. H lsom and 
Partners of 10 Lower Grosvenor-place, 
SWI, for the development of the 
bounded by Great Tower-street, Tower 
hill, Lower Thames-street and the pro 
posed new road from Lower Thames 
street to Great Tower-street.

Sir Hugh Beaver Calls for More Research and Greater Efficiency

FOR MORE PARTICIPATION by the 

industry in research and a 
awareness of the need for all 
was made by SIR HUGH 
the annual luncheon of 
the Federation of Master Builders held 
at the Connaught Rooms, London, WC, 
on June 5. Sir Hugh was proposing the 
toast of ‘The Federation’ in which he 
thanked the building industry in general 
and the members of the Federation in 
particular for their ardent co-operation 
during the early and pregnant war years 
when he was at the Ministry (then the 
Office) of Works. 

‘The building industry,’ he said, 
admirably to the occasion despite the 
hazards of registration, grouping and 
finally, conscription of builders, the latter 
resulting in manpower being drawn away 
until it was less than 40 per cent of the 
pre-war level.’ 

Sir Hugh was fervent in his praise for 
all sections of the building and construc- 
tion industries for its war and post-war 
achievements. Although, he continued, 
in recent years he had been somewhat 
distracted by such things as beer (he has 
recently retired from the board of a well- 
known brewer of stout) he had sub- 
sequently been a member of a new towns 
committee and a committee of inquiry 
into costs in the building industry. Look- 
ing at the industry from a broader aspect 
than hitherto he saw that it employed 


* rose 


from 8'to 9 per cent of the total male 
labour force in the country, and its ancil 
lary and associated industries, such as 
the materials manufacturers and carriers 
of materials, accounted for a further im 
mense share of the economy of the 
country. He reminded his listeners of 
the extent of this share in the overall 
economy by quoting the figure for pro- 
duction in the building industry for the 
first quarter of this year, a period which, 
he said, was traditionally the pro- 
ductive by virtue of, among other 
things, the weather. The figure he quoted 
was £669m. 


Turning to the question of research 
the speaker thought that the country as 
a whole, and especially the building in- 
dustry, was not making its proper con 
tribution in this field, nor was it making 
full use of what research it did carry out. 
His experience with the DSIR was that 
the situation was not as it should be.

Concluding on a challenging note Sir 
Hugh pointed out that in order to survive 
in the field of world competition it was 
necessary to be efficient and ever more 
efficient. Efficiency, he inferred, had to 
take the place of the supremacy in 
markets and money which we once had 
but had since lost through the waging 
and winning of two world wars. Exports, 
he said, were as vital to this country as 
was water to a man’s life
